On Friday Mrs. T. C. St. Amour 


returned from Toronto, Canada, where 
she had been to attend the funeral of 
her father, Prof. Alfred Boisseau, who 
died at Buffalo on October 7th. 
In 


speaking of Mr. Boisseau and his 
work the Toronto Sunday World says: 


"Professor Alfred Boisseau, A.'R. 


C. A., died suddenly in Buffalo on Oct. 
7, in his 79th year. He was born in 
Paris in 1823, and was a son of (Jacques 
Menidon) dit Henry Boissean, a cele- 
brated French engraver and litho- 
grapher, and whose works are men- 
tioned in the Grand Dictionaire Uni- 
versal by Larousse, and also in Dic- 
tionaire dcs Artists per Cabot. His 
grandfather 
was Jean Jacques de 


Boisseau, who is mentioned in the 
American Encyclopedia. 


"His first visit to Canada was in 


the '10's, when Louisiana belonged to 
France, where his brother was secre- 
tary to the French Consul. He had 
the misfortune to arrive after the 
denth and burial of his brother from 
yellow fever, it taking al that time 
from six to seven weeks to cross t,he 
Atlantic by sail. He. remained fora 
couple of years, during which time lie 
did several paintings, and returned to 
France, arriving on the eve of the 
revolution of '48. He did not remain 
long, however, and came back to New 
York, where he created a furore as an 
artist, painting the celebrated men of 
that time, among others the 
well 


known Dehnonico. There are a num- 
ber of his paintings in the art galleries 
of New York, Washington and other 
American cities. He was a pupil of 
Paul Delarochc, and his forte -was 
portraits. 
He settled for a time in 


Cleveland. Ohio, where the children 
were born, five in number, of vrhom 
two survive—E. Rosseau, Yoiige and 
Temperance streets, and a daughter, 
Mrs. T. C. St. Amour, Grand Rapids, 
Wisconsin. 


"He painted and presented the por- 


traits of the founders of the Victoria 
hospital, Montreal, Lord Stratheona 
and Lord Mountstcplieii, before the 
building was completed, and received 
a warm letter of thanks from the late 
Sir J. J. C. Abbott on behalf of the 
trustees. 


"A short time ago there were pic- 


tures on exhibition in the window of 
his son. E. 
Boisscaii. which 
were 


among his best works, and were re- 
markable by the fact tiiat they were 
painted at the extreme old age of 
7.5, 74. 75 and 76 years, one. in particu- 
lar, a copy of Napoleon J. being an 
exceptionally good 
painting. 
The 


original was painted by his old mas- 
ter, a celebrated French artist. Paul 
Delarochc. 
He was contemporaneous 


and fellow student with such great 
artists as Millet, who painted thc"-An- 
jjclus,' and 
Meissonicr. whose war 


paintings 'are so celebrated, one. in 
particular, 'Napolean'.s Review of the 
Grand Army'.''

part of the Northwestern road lying 
between this city and Marshlield will 
soon be completed.

WATKK PM'K TESTKD. 


Main under Kivvr Found to Contain 


u Leak. 


On Wednesday the water pipe that 


has been placed across the river was 
tested by city engineer i'hilleo and 
engineer Pfeifer of the water works 
plant. 
The pipe was supposed to 


maintain a pressure of 150 pounds to 
the square inch. It was tested up to 
85 pounds with water from the west 
side pumping station but 
when the 


water was shut off close to the end of 
the pipe the pressure soon run down 
to almost nothing, indicating that 
there was a leak in the pipe somewhere 
although there was no question but 
that it was a very small one. 


When the water was shut oil' it re- 


quired about one minute for the pres- 
sure to run 
down to about fifteen 


pounds, after which the reduction in 
pressure was comparatively slow. 


Engineer Pfeifer made tests on 


shorter lengths of pipe above-ground- 
ai:d found that a joint that leaked at 
the rate of 75 drops a minute would 
run the pressure down at about the 
same rate of speed, which would in- 
dicate that the leakage in the pipe 
ivas not very rapid. 
However, as it 


is supposed to be absolutely tight it is 
probable that the job will not be ac- 
cepted until it is made so. The lealt- 
iige being so small, it will probably 
take some time to locate it and remedy 
the trouble. II is thought by some 
that the gradual rusting of the joints 
will eventually close any small leak 
that may exist now, but'it is claimed 
by others that the continuous water 
pressure would have a teudaiicy to 
aggravate the trouble, and that in a 
short time it would be necessary for 
the city to procure a diver and have 
the pipe overhauled, which would 
cause a-considerable bill of expense. 
The proper way would certainly be to 
start in with everything in the right 
condition, as shutting oli the water 
from the 
west side might at some 


future time cause considerable trouble.

The law is 
in chapter 443, laws of Wisconsin, 
passed in 1U01, as follows: 


Sec. 1. In cities of the .second, third 


and fourth classes the terms of office 
of all city officers, hereafter chosen by 
the electors, except aldermen in cities 
governed by special charter, shall be 
two years; provided this act shall not 
affect the term of any officer which ex- 
ceeds two years.

He ordered the ar- 
rest of a score or more of prominent 
and well-known men living near the 
railroad and sent some of them In a box 
car up and down the line every day. 
This settled the question. No more tor- 
pedoes were put on the truck, but as 
long us there was probability of It the. 
distinguished Southerners were given 
free rides to Clmltanooga and back. 
The men in Johnston's army heard of 
the matter, and (hey probably laughed 
as much over the predicament of the 
excursionists 
as we did. 
Certainly 


there 
was 
no liking for sneaks or 


snipers among the soldiers in 
either 


army." 


"The prejudices against guerrillas In 


our division," said the Capliwn, "were 
very violent. Our very first experience 
In the Held made the guerrilla the bug- 
aboo of (hat campaign. Our two regi- 
ments were hurried from Camp Uonl- 
son to Cincinnati, were inarched onto 
two steamboats waiting, and were 
Blurted, with arms but without ammu- 
nition, up the river to West Virginia. 
Wo had been in the service only a few 
weeks. 
Wo had been drilled in the 


manual and in company movements, 
but we had been carrying muskets less 
than ton days. 


_- .'iAs_wo went tip-Hie river-all-sorts of 
rumors reached us as to operations of 
guerrillas on the Virginia side. 
Late 


one afternoon the rumors took definite 
shape, and cartridges were distributed, 
one to each man. The two boats wore 
lashed together, the men wore formed 
on the hurricane decks, and we went 
steaming slowly forward to meet the 
guerrillas, who were supposed, to be 
massed near an unused stcamboallnnd- 
iug. Had there been any considerable 
force at that point, there would have 
been overwhelming disaster to the men 
in blue crowded on those two steam- 
boats. But. no one thought of that. No 
one soTjrrred to remember Hint not one 
man in a hundred had any knowledge 
of Hie musket he carried. 
No one 


seemed to have thought of the absurd- 
ity of sending raw troops, with only 
one cartridge each, against an enemy. 


"But the men, crowding into line, 


with their guns at a ready, were en- 
.thusiaslic, eager and full of that spirit 
that makes men unmindful of peril 
The boats approached tile point of dan- 
ger, and before they had been made 
fast, more than half the men were on 
land, and forming Tor a charge. 
Dark- 


ness came, but it did not deter them 
They went at a double quick over the 
whole district, searching for guerrillas 
With my after experience in mind ,,„ 
spectacle of the war was more pathetic 
or more significant than that in which 
2,000 volunteers, fresh from home life 
stood crowded together, undismayed' 
in position where an ordinarily alert 
enemy might have slaughtered them.' 


"Ignorance of 
the possibilities'of 


war," said [he Judge, "was the savin- 
grace with the volunteers. The One 
Hundred and Fifth Ohio Kegimeiit wis 
ordered to Hie front in KeJiluel;y, tile 
very dny it was mustered in, and'only 
two weeks after the men had left their 
homos. They had been drilled only with 
pine sticks, and started to t.he' front 
without arms and without ammunition 
I remember that when (he regiment 
was formed for muster the 
regular 


army officer who was to swear us in 
looked along the line and, discovering 
in company II a m:\n who stood head 
and shoulders above every other, .shout- 
ed, 'Get down, sir; you red-headed mail 
there, get down off that stump.' 


"Now, as this man standing in the 


rear rank was Jerry Whetstone, 0 feet 
7 Indies In height, and was not stand- 
ing on any stump, there was a laugh In 
the ranks and explanations were made, 
but ever after that, in skirmish or in 
bntUe or on the march. Jerry was greet- 
ed with the shout, '(Jet down off that 
stump.' He went through tbo service, 
and was in the grand review at Wash- 
ington, but almost the last words he 
heard from his comrades of the One 
Hundred and 
Fifth 
were, 'You red- 


headed man, there, get down off that 
sturup.'" 


"That reminds me,'' said the Ser- 


geant, "of Isaac MacavoT, one ot the 
very best soldiers iu comjiauj C of the 
First Kentucky. He was probably 
C feet 4 laches iu his stockings, ami oil 
one occasion while She uiea were work-

ing controversy. The men were sitting 
!ln the trench, with their backs 10 the 


j earthwork they had thrown up. eating 
their noonday lunch. As they were not 
exposed, they could n«t understand 
why the rebel sharpshooters kept peg- 
ging away Just at that part of the line. 


"Finally, one of the boys proceeded 


to Investigate. We heard him murmur 
•Hy gumr and laugh. Just then came 
ii sharp command from the officer in 
charge: 'You man in company C. there; 
take down your head.' We supposed 
that this was addressed to th< 
who had been prospecting, and paid no 
attention to It. It was repeated again 
in a sharper mid more peremptory tone. 
Then the man who had been Investigat- 
ing slipped Into the trench to say, 'The 
Johnnies are shooting at Mac's top- 
knot.' Maeavoy was sitting on a level 
with the other men, but Ids head went 
above the earthwork a few inches, and 
the rebels were plugging away at It 
with enthusiasm.

Unconscious of this, he was look- 
Ing serenely at the Irate olllcer, and 
said calmly, 'I am kneeling down.' The 
ollicer replied, 'Then take your head 
down, blast you, or It will be shot off.' 
And .Macavoy sullenly crouched down 
so Ids head wouldn't show."—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Minister Wu has been In the highest 


sense an ambassador to the American 
people. Not since the time when James 
Bussoll Lowell found his way to the 
hearts of the people of England and 
gave to our cousins across Hie sea a 
taste of the culture nnd refinement oC 
American life, of which they had hith- 
erto had a crude conception, has any 
diplomatic representative of any gov- 
ernment fulfilled quite the same kind 
of a mission that has fallen to the lot 
of Minister Wu during his residence iu 
tho United States. 


Up to the time of the arrival of Min- 


ister M'u, China was an undiscovered 
country. 
American public opinion in 


its conception of the Chinese character 
wavered between the cynicism of Sret 
llarte and 
the brutality of Dennis 


Kearney. 
The "heathen Chinee" was 


cither a person of subtle intellect to be 
avoided, or nn obnoxious interloper to 
be stoned and spat upon, it has been 
Hie fortune of Minister Wu to convey 
to the American people an entirely new 
idea of his countrymen. In his own 
personality he has contributed a new- 
type, which, through his actions and 
utterances, the American people are 
about ready to accept as the true type 
of a nationality hitherto inadequately 
understood. 


Minister Wu is DO years old and re- 


ceived his education in England, where 
he was admitted to the bar. He was 
the first Chinese lawyer over admitted 
to practice before tho English bar in 
Hong Kong.

All through 
the long day the "fellers" are busy with 
their assistants tmd many a giant ol 
the forest is laid low; the sawyers cut 
the big stick up into the proper lengths 


second, when the tree is nearly sawed 
through to the undercut, by driving 
steel wedges in Hie saw kerf on the op- 
posite side of the tree to that in which 
the "feller" wants It to go. Many of 
these "fellers" become so expert that 
they can fell a tree so that It will fall 
inti drive a stake set upright in the 
ground 100 feet away. 


The sawyers, usually two In number,

an ideal spot. It is such a spot as the 
city bred people travel hundreds o. 
miles to find during the hot suinmc 
months, and yel. this is a place wlier 
the men congregate at nigh!, and afte 
the. evening meal gather around the fir 
and swap stories, totally oblivious o 
their surroundings and of the beauilc 
of nature. 


But this is their shop—it is to then 


what the machine shop is to the m 
cnauic: what the store is to the tire 
clerk, and the office to the busincj 
man-for it is bore that they toil fo 
their daily bread. Many of them 1m 
been bred in the forest, and the scra: 
ly cedars and the tall firs are an o 
story to them. To them it Is nothlu 
that their daily llfet is one of constn: 


he "swamper" clears away the brush; 
.ho "barker'' strips off the rough bark; 
the "hook-tender" performs his part of 
he work; the "hand-skiddcr" causes 
the log to be conveyed to Hirrrailroad, 
imd the work of the man o£ the logging 
camp is over. 


With tho completion of the railroad 
nd branches, landings, skid-roads from 
the landings, camp buildings, consist- 
ing of cook house, bunk house, barn 
and blacksmith shop, then it is that the 
actual work of logging commences. Ev- 
ery man has his particular work to do. 
and his business is to do his work well 
and to keep abend of the fellow back 
of him. The first ones to start out arc 
tho "feller" and his "helper." Then 
business is to fell Hie trees. The posi- 
tion of "feller" requires a man of ex- 


ricnce and good judgment, for ho 
nst

number later in the season. The bark 
of tho Douglas fir tree Is sometimes 
eight or ten inches thick, making It 
impossible to drag the log unless the 
bark is at least stripped from the side 
which lies next to Hie skids. 
The 


barkers usually cut through tbc bark 
along the top of the log with 
their 


broad-bladed 
barking axes, then use 


their barking Irons to pry it off down 
each side of the log. Those barking 
irons resemble nothing so much as a 
steel crow bar, with one end Jlattoncd 


ciroiv is to lighten the work of some 
particular ono without increasing the 
output. Such a division o£ labor and 
apportionment of work ns described 
forms_w_liiiLis commonly termed a log- 
ging camp. In comparing the old way 
of log.cing. where oxen were used in 
place of horses find also In place of the 
railroad, it is evident that steam and 
horses can do more, nnd in less time, 
than oxen, and it is only a question of 
time when the horse will join the ox 
and modern machinery will supplant 
the ono as it has already done the .other. 
The exit of the steam locomotive is also 
prophesied in Hie near future, and with 
it may go the "feller," for it is within 
the bounds of possibility that tho 
giants of the forest will be laid low by 
menus of a hot electric wire and silent 
motors will carry tho logs to the wa- 
ter's edge.

CONCERNS CITY OFFICERS. 


"They 
Will Hereafter 
Hold 
Office 


for Two Years. 


Our -city officers, instead of being 


elected every spring as heretofore, 
will hereafter hold office for two years. 
It is not generally known that at the 
last session of the legislature a law 
was passed which provides that all 
city officers except the aldermen shall 
hoid office for two years. The law is 
in chapter 443, laws of Wisconsin, 
passed in 1901, as follows: 


Sec- 1. In cities of the second, third 


and fourth classes the terms of office 
of all city officers, hereafter chosen by 
the electors, except aldermen in cities 
governed by special charter, shall be 
two years; provided this act shall not 
affect the term of any otncer which ej£- 
ceeds two years. 


WuclLci iJic change w-ii oe an"im-~ 


proveiaent or not remains to be seen. 
One thing is Certain, if a good set of 
officers are elected they will be able to 
hold their job for two years, which 
may be more of an inducement for 
good men to try after a position. 
However, as it is generally customary

The law includes all towns of the

They Ond the cost of grow- 
ing the beets to be S12.3S per acre fcr 
labor, it being done by contract at $0.92 
for thinning and bunching, ?3.47 for 
hand hoeing, $1.99 for cultivator. Tliaj 
find that in Xebraska the beets are no 
at their best for sugar making if har 
vested before Sept. 15. and thus thej 
must go into a silo or pit before 
of them can be used, as they must be 
all harvested before the frost comes 
The pulp must also be preserved in th 
slio until it is wanted for feeding out 
They use beet seed from France anc 
Germany, bat are not yet decided as tc 
the best varieties. The crop grown has. 
been about fifteen tons per acre, bu 
the sugar contents have not been as 
high as expected. The primal objec 
is the fattening of stoclc upon the pulp, 
but they had hoped to obtain sugar 
enough to pay the cost of growing and 
manufacture, leaving the cattle feed 
as a waste product costing nothing. 
This point they do nor seem to have 
reached yet and there seems to be two 
problems to solve before they can reach 
it. or success in one of them may be 
enough, the growing of beets at less 
cost, or getting a higher sugar test from 
them. Thus far have beets yielding 
about nine per cent of sugar, while in 
Germany they reach an average cf 
per cent.—American Cultivator.

The coicl storage plants of the large 


cities are expensive to use, though they- 
prove profitable if the fruit stored Is of 
the finest quality. It is the grower Tvitis 
the comparatively small crop who finds 
the problem of keeping the fruit fo 
high T>rices a troublesome one. Au 
apple "grower of long experience ad 
vjmces the Theory that the reason wh: 
the average grower cannot keep apple 
for any considerable period is becaus 
he does not treat them properly during 
the period between picking and v< 
cold -sveather. During this period ^ 
cold storage is needed, but after th 
fruit is assorted into proper grades it 
should be kept in straw-lined boxes un- 
til perfectly free from moisture, then 
•barreled and the barrels kept in a cool 
"but dry barn or outbuilding until time 
to put Them in cold storage or to remove 
them to the wanner bat dry cellar. It 
is claimed that by this handling the 
apples may be kept at least a month 01 
six weeks longer, even -without the sim- 
plest cold storage plant than under the 
old method.

hardly an oriental suggestion In the 
furnishings of his Washington home. 
iladame Wu, whom he married twenty 
years ago in China and who looks for 
all the world as if she had stepped out 
of a Chinese picture, pays, calls and 
receives visits as regularly as any other 
woman of her station.. She attends the 
theater with him and frequents public 
places. His S-year-old boy plays with 
American youngsters and is getting 
an American education. 
He goes to 


the public schools and beats all the 
other children in their studies. 


Minister Wu has been in the highest 


/sense an ambassador to the American 
>eople. Xot since the time when James 
Russell Lowell found his way to The 
hearts of the people of England and 
jave to our cousins across the sea a 
taste of the culture and refinement of 
American life, of which they had hith- 
erto had a crude conception, has any 
diplomatic representative of any gov- 
ernment fulfilled quite the same kind 
•f a mission that has fallen to the lot 
of Minister Wu during his residence in 
the United States. 


Up to the time of the arrival of Min- 


ister Wu, China was an undiscovered 
country. American public opinion in 
its conception of the Chinese character 
wavered between the cynicism of Sret 
Harte and the brutality of Dennis 
Kearney. The "heathen Chinee" was 
either a person of subtle intellect to be 
avoided, or an obnoxious interloper to 
be stoned and spat upon. It has been 
the fortune of Minister Wu to conver 
to the American people an entirelv new 
idea of his countrymen. In his own 
personality he has contributed a new 
type, which, through his actions aad 
utterances, the American people are 
about ready to accept as the true type 
of a nationality hitherto Inadeauateiv 
understood. 


Minister Wu is -50 years old and re- 


ceived his education in England, where 
he was admitted to the bar. He was 
the first Chinese lawyer ever admitted 
to practice before the English bar In 
Hong Hone.

The lumber industry of this counnry 


rants among its most important. In 
the New England Suites, in New York 
and Pennsylvania, in the Virginias, :U 
the Southern States, in the Northern 
Central States, and in the far West, es- 
pecially~in>trli£-Nortu western States, it 
employs millions of capital and thou- 
sands of men. It is true that in the 
New England and Middle States the in- 
dustry is declining, the stock having 
been depleted, still it is yet important 
as the statistics show. During the past 
season Maine has manufactured nearly 
half a billion feet of logs, Pennsylva- 
nia over a half billion and the Virginias 
nearly as much. Michigan has exceed- 
ed its record, and "Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, have nearly equaled their best 
outputs.
